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8-year-old male patient presented to our emergency room (ER) with complaints of 

swelling and temperature increase in the right wrist, pain in the nght knee, anda 

rash without any itchiness on the palms and soles continuing for a week. He had 
no known systemic disease or any regular medication use. He had a history of a tick 
bite three months ago. The patient had neither any pet contact nor a fresh milk and 
cheese consumption history. Detailed anamnesis revealed that he had a sore throat 
a week prior to the present complaints. His rash started on the dorsal hand, and his 
fever was accompanied by a rash on the trunk and upper limbs in the following days. 
The patient had previously visited the ER with the current complaints, and amoxicillin/ 
clavulanate was prescribed with a pre-diagnosis of pharyngitis. Physical examination 
on admission revealed a body temperature of 37.5 °C, a pulse rate of 100/minute, and 
an arterial blood pressure of 120/60 mmHg. There were macular rashes on his palms 
and soles, swelling and temperature increase on the right-hand metacarpal joint, and 
increased pain with motion in the right knee joint. There was no splenomegaly or lym- 
phadenopathy. Laboratory findings were as follows: leukocyte, 22.0 x 103/uL (neutro- 
phil 83%, lymphocyte 10%, monocyte 6%, and basophil 1%); Hgb, 12.3 gr/dL; platelet, Corresponding Author: 
251 x 103/uL; AST, 33 U/L; ALT, 26 U/L; erythrocyte sedimentation rate, 42 mm/hour; —Hallis Akalin 
and CRP, 33.3 mg/dL.
